Four black administra- 
tors and 31 black teachers 
were on the cutback list 
when the Columbus Board 
of Education approved a 
total of 23 administrative 
and 152. teacher staff 
reductions on Tuesday. 
Administrators will have 
the option of accepting 
teaching positions. 

The cutbacks were ap- 
proved by a 4-3 vote, with 
the three black board 


members. voting against 
the cuts. 

Board member Dr. David 
Hamlar

“tHfthose-same-persons—are-mmstreated-by—a 
white business owner, they don’t fall out with all 
white business people. T"1s type of action seems 
so unfair to those Black Americans in business 
who are doing their best to give the public the 
best in merchandise and services. It can cause a 
lot of..qood Black business owners to fail and 
hinder our total progress 

“At a time when two-thirds of all small busi- 
nesses are failing, we should umte our efforts. 
business and non-business people, in order to 
progress.”

Two-weeks ago(April’9), 1 wrote about Tony Wilson 
and the hardships he encountered while trying to bring 
some degree of human respect for the black population 
at the University of Tennessee in Knoxville. Tony was at- 
tending that school on a track scholarship until he died 
of a cerebral hemorrhage on March 13, 1973. 

Prior to writing that first column about Tony, | had 
never made a We Knoxville - to any part of the South 
for that matter. So, | may have been guilty of less than 
judicious: writing; factual “knowledge notwithstanding. 

But this past weekend | made my initial sojourn into 
that area to participate in the Dogwood Festival and the 
Tony Wilson Memorial. And | must admit that | left 
Columbus with some of the typical Northern stereotypes 
about the South: intellectually slow, dim-witted and 
being a first rate racist environment. 

Well, not only did the weekend have a profound effect 


on me as far as realizing that the South - at least Knox. . 


ville, Tenn, does not represent those vapid qualities, but 
| experienced, for the first time in my life, a total ac- 
ree by any person | met: young or old, black or 
white. 

We arrived in Knoxville qt 4 Friday morning (| was 
most fortunate to have been invited by the Wilson family) 
and kept quarters in a spacious motel; that is, when 
various members of the community were not inviting Mr. 
and Mrs. Wilson and the rest of us over to their house fo: 
a meal or something: 

“Y'all come on in and make yourself at home." There 


was respect for the accents on my part, mainly because ° 


they were warm, sincere and earthy. 

lancy Wilson, the well known songstress from Colum- 
bus, flew in from California to be with her family. She 
was accompanied by her husband, Wylie Burton, and her 
darling baby. Samanthe....“">.nother's daughter." 

She is about as unpretentious as her brother Tony 
was; she talked about very common things. One could 
see in her eyes that it gave her great pleasure to be there 
with- her- family in-a united effort to honor her brother. 
She reeks with class. 

The faculty club of the University of Tennessee invited 
everyone over for a reception following Nancy's benefit 
concert, and | made more friends there in two hours than 
| have made here in two years. To intervene in a con- 
versation was not considered a cruel tactic, if anything, 
you were asked: “Where have you been all night?" They 
call it Southern Hospitality. 

We also went to a reception at Knoxville College, a 
plack school, where they honored Tony and the Wilson 
family.

And, of course, they are 
correct. That's why 
CMACAO aims to provide 
comprehensive family ser- 
vices so that people will 
have a foundation and 
“bootstraps”. with which 
“to pull themselves up,” 
Brooks said. 

In an in-depth interview 
with The CALL &* POST, 
Brooks candidly discussed 
his observations about the 
war-on-poverty, his 
agency's philosophy, and 
his hopes for the future of 
community action pro- 


grams. 

With a new admin- 
istration in the Federal 
government, speculations 


have run rampant in the 
community action world 
about the degree and 
scope of Federal commit- 
ment to the war-on- 
poverty. 

Commenting on the 
status of CMACAO, Brooks 
contended that the agency 
is steadily growing and 
that they're doing feas- 
ibility studies on possible 
new services. 

“We've just come out of 
a funding crisis with our 
Title X staff because their 
grant ran out. However, 
with the aid of the City's 
Community Services Dept., 
we are shifting the 64 em- 
ployees to the Title | jobs 
program. 

, the agency is not in 
jeopardy of folding. We're 
pushing along with the 
same kind of perplexing 
problem .that.has. plagued 
us from the beginning: not 
enough money to provide 
all the services that poor 
people need in this com- 
munity. 

“CMACAO's = programs 
are organic. They’ change 
as the needs of our con- 
stituents change.

“Quite often | am asked 


‘why CMACAO™~is~ placing

“You see, Ohio has a 
jobless rate of 8:2 percent; 
food prices are climbing 
higher and the latest report 
from the government is 
that they. will increase this 
summer; nobody knows 
how poor people will man- 
age to pay their utility bills 
next winter, and finally, all 
the economic indicators 
that I've consulted show 
conclusively that things 
will get worse for the purse 
of poor people before they 
get better. 

“I'm not trying to be an 
alarmist. But. one doesn't 
have to be an expert in 
economics to see that low- 
income families are in fof a 
tough struggle to remain 
solvent. 

“Considering the impact 
of this depressed 
economy, CMACAO's 
solution to some of these 


. problems is to provide the 


heads of families with a de- 
cent job at a decent wage 
and to buttress this job 
with our array of support- 
ive social services.” 

Brooks reminisced over 
CMACAO's. long and 
tumultuous history. 
HISTORY OF CMACAO 

CMACAO's history is the 
story of the people, and it 
can be told in terms of the 
growth and expansion of 
services.we have. provided 
to the people of this com- 
munity. 

After the Economic Op- 
portunity Act was signed 
into law Aug. 20, 1964, 
three groups began pre- 
liminary activities to bring 
a federally funded com- 
munity action program to 
Columbus.

He said: “Chief 
Among these erroneous impressions 
is that the court has already com- 
mitted itself to a particular de- 
segregation plan. To this date, the 
court has not indicated, nor in any 
way revealed its thinking as regards 
the shape and substance of the 
remedy it might order to correct the 
constitutional wrongs done by the 
defendants in this case.”

Paying Twice For 
Police Service 


On Tuesday, April 26, the Cleve- 
land voters will be called upon to 
vote on the 3% salary advantage the 
Cleveland Police have written into 
the City Charter. 

One overlooked factor in theco 
of police service in Cleveland, is that, 
in the past ten years, most every bus- 
iness has had to hire their own pri- 
vate police in order to- meet their 
protection requirements. The cost of 
these security forces run from part 
time one-man service, to scores of 
men and women; some with mobile 
equipment. The cost in dollars is 
considerable. 

In fact, many Cleveland police 


themselves moonlight as security 
guards thus getting paid twice by the 
taxpayer for the same job. 

Being the highest paid police in 
Ohio, has not bought Cleveland a 
better police force in service or ef- 
ficiency. Citizens complaints are just 
as numerous now as they ever were. 

Because the public feels that the 
police have not given top service in 
return for their receiving top pay: the 
chances now are, that the voters will 
vote next Tuesday to take the 3% 
formula out of the Cleveland City 
Charter. 

To do this, they must vote YES 
when they go to the polls.

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Drug Bill Danger Cited 


Although the Generic drug bill has passed the Ohio 
Senate by an overwhelming majority and has been en- 
dorsed by several metropolitan daily newspapers, it is 
still “a bad bill,” as viewed by one veteran black State 

esentative. 

Troy Lee James (D-Cleveland 9) says he can- 
not buy Sub, §.B. 45, which would allow pharmacists 
to use a generic substitute drug in filling pre- 
scriptions, even though it was approved in the ate 
by a vote of 32 to 1. 

The bill would repeal a state law which requires 
pharmacists to fill prescriptions as written by a 
physician unless the physician gives them a written 
permission to use the cheaper generic drugs instead 
of a trade name brand. The measure is now to be con- 
sidered by the House. 

James concedes that the generic drug would save 
money for the buyer, but he contends that the “risk- 
is too great to allow a druggist to use the substitute 
without a physician's permission.” 

As passed by the Senate, James said pharmacists 
would be authorized to make “medical. decisions 
when they are not trained to do so.” 

“With a few changes, | could love the bill," he said. 
But unless the bill is so amended by the House, “I'll 
be forced to oppose it with all my might," he added.

President Carter has proposed some sweeping 
changes in the electoral process designed to make 
American politics more democratic. 


Some of his proposals would do just that, but one 
could cause more problems than it solves. That is the 
plan to abolish the electoral college and replace It 
with the direct election of the President. 


At present voters cast their ballots for slates of can- 
didates pledged to support one of the contenders for 
the Presidency. The slate that gets the majority of 
votes in a state gets all that state’s votes in the elec- 
toral college. It’s an unwieldy process, but it has ser- 
ved us well in its almost 200 years of operation and it 
should not lightly be cast aside. 


The major flaw in the process — that electors might 
vote for candidates other than the one they're 
pledged to — can be corrected by simply doing away 
with the electors and crediting each state with the ap- 
propriate number of electoral votes. 


Do away with the indirect election of the President 
through the electoral college mechanism, and you 


_ open the door to the end of the two-party system. It 


could also lead to election of a president by a 
minority of ,voters unless a run-off election takes 
place, and a run-off would be in itself an incitement 
for minor parties which could bargain away their en- 
dorsements to the highest bidder. Remember George 
Wallace? 


For blacks, abolition of the electoral college would 
severely limit our political leverage in national elec- 
tions. 

The larger states have the most electoral votes, No

Black support in some of those states is essential for 
victory in the Presidential race. Take away the elec- 
toral college, and the importance of that black vote 
melts away, 

Blacks, instead of being crucial to victory in major 
states, simply become ten percent of the total elec- 
torate, with reduced impact. The same is true for 
other minorities and for city-dwellers. The one 
national arena where large groups of people deprived 
of influence in the Congress and in local governments 
can make theif interésts*felt would be.stripped away. 

Inevitably, direct election of the President would 
ultimately mean formation of black parties, voting 
along racial lines and increasingly separated from the 
main parties, themselves weakened and dependent 
upon. coalitions with.splinter groups. The result would 
were democratic in the real sense than the present 

em. - 

The rest of the Administration program is just fine. 
It consists of plans for finally ending the patchwork of 
local election registration laws that operate to ex- 
clude people from the electoral process. 

States unreasonably require advance registration 
and make the process difficult, with registration 
periods and facilities often arranged to discourage 
agile voters. In part; that’s why U:S: voter turnout 
s so shockingly low — down to only 53 percent of 
eligible citizens last fall. - 

bstituting a system of universal sh pl for 
Presidential and Congressional elections makes 
sense. All it takes is allowing anyone to vote if he or 
she shows up at the polis on Election Day with proper 
identification, 
States with such simplified procedures have voting

Welfare Of Children 
More Important Than 


By Walter L. Smart . 


The American Fed- 
eration of Teachers 
has indicated that it wants 
public schools to be prime 
sponsors of the child care 
program. In particular, the 
AFT president Albert 
Shanker has said that the 
Comprehensive Care Bill, 
entitled Child ahd Family 
Services Act be amended 
to provide for such spon- 


- sorship. 


The rationale for this ad- 
ministrative design has 
several essential points. 


- First, it-is-an. employment... 


program for the current 
oversupply~of teachers. 
For many of our people 
the public school has lost 
its credibility and respon- 
Siveness. The school often 
does not. make the ideal 
Support system for young 
children and their families. 
Where the public schools 
are not viewed as partners 
in the achievement of a 
family's aspirations, then it 
is foolhardy to entrust it 
with the delivery ofa child 
and family support service. 
This should not be taken 
to mean that public 
schools always do an 


inadequate job working 
with poor and minority 
people. In some com- 


munities, for some people, 
the school has indeed 


© 


cs 
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provided quality programs 
and should be encouraged | 
to continue with these fine 
programs and to develop 
new ones. But poor and 
minority communities can- 
not afford to trust the 
benevolence of any one in- 
stitution. They cannot trust 
that they will receive the 
necessary education from 
the public schools to thrust 
them out of the morass of 
racism, victimization, and 
paternalism. 

Economic stability and 
parent education are im- 
portant adjuncts to er 
classroom, education of | 
alan of our children. It is 
on this score that the AFT 
idea is found wanting. 
Their proposal~would, in 
effect, render ineligible a 
segment of the community 
- poor people who are 
currently receiving both 
financial benefits and 
training through federally 
funded progfams ad- 
ministered, for example, by 
non-profit agencies, In- 
stead, the money and 
training would be largely 
taken away from the 
poverty community to be 
given to the middie class 
certified teacher. Even 
when opportunities exist in 
public schools, as in the 
teacher aide position, the 
monetary reward. and 
vocational opportunity are 
considerably diminished. 


In conclusion, we feel 


the best way to deal with |: 


child care is to oppose 
prime sponsorship in the 
hands of any one group. A 
variety of programs td en- 
courage excellence and 


compeition. would be the» 
best strategy. Settlements , 


and neighborhood centers | 


and other community 
agencies can, for example, 
better administer than 
schools in areas like alter- 
native strategies for 
teacher education and 
credentialing, alternatives 
in curriculum content and 
methodology. diversity in 


should be allocated 


through a state agency ~ 


whose primary respon- 
sibility is not the direct 
delivery of child care and 
education. 

Certainly many of the 
problems noted by the AFT 
are valid and appropriate 
criticism of the current 
child care scene. These in- 
clude poor quality of 
physical plant, unhealthy 
and unsafe environments, 
inadequate staff, low stan- 
dards for licensing, and, 
most important, refusal to 
recognize the educational 
importance of early 
childhood years. But is 
delegation of the program 
to the public school the 
answer? 


HUD Sec’y Calls For 
‘New Urban Partnership’ 


ATLANTA, Ga. - (NBNS) 

Secretary Patricia 
Roberts Harris of the 
Department of Housing 
and Urban Development 
recently called for “a new 
urban partnership” to-meet 
the development needs of 
this country’s distressed 
cities. 

Under this concept, she 
said, HUD will act as a 
catalyst in the process of 
re-enlisting private capital 
‘in’ revitalizing urban 
America. 

Her remarks came in an 
address to the annual 
meeting of Central Atlanta 
Progress, a group of 
prominent Atlanta citizens, 


including businessmen, 
financiers and developers, 
whose announced goal is 
to make Atlanta “a more 
livable place."’ The 
meeting was held at the 
-Peachtree...Center. Plaza 
Hotel in Atlanta. 

Mrs. Harris said: “We 
Americans suffer from too 
small a vision of what the 
American city can be. 

“It is important to un- 
derstand how devastating 
it is, when a city comes to 
be viewed by the private 
sector as a ‘high-risk’ in- 
vestment area," she said. 

The HUD Secretary 
outlined a number of steps 
to be taken by her depart-

The area involved is north 
of the City of Bexley, bet- 
ween 13th Avenue and 
Morse Road. The Mifflin 
school district had been in 
poor financial straits; 
schools in the district were 
severely overcrowded. The 
Columbus Board of Educa- 
tion initially maintained the 
Mifflin district boundary as 
a school attendance area, 
but was required to assign 
some pupils to a nearby 


temporary facility while 


more permanent arrange- 
ments were being made. 

“The north-south length 
of the area involved is 
greater than the east-west 
breadth. Cassady Elemen- 
tary School, opened as a 
Mifflin school in 1964, is 
located on Agler Road 
roughly midway between 
13th -Avenue and Morse 
Road. The residential area 
south of Agler Road was 
and is predominantly 
black, while the area north 
of Agler Road was and is 
predominantly white. 

“Because Cassady 
Elementary -was..so over- 
crowded, the first school 
built with funds raised un- 
der the 1972 bond issue 
was Innis Road Elementary 
School, which was inten- 
ded.to_alleviate the over- 
crowding at Cassady. Innis 
was built to the north and 
west of Cassady; it opened 
in 1975. 

“The Columbus Board of 
Education had. announced 
in 1972 that improved 
racial balance of student 
énroliment was a factor 
which was relevant-in site 
selection and boundary 
drawing. In 1975, prior to 
the September opening of 
Innis Road Elementary, the 
(Columbus) administrative

Columbus Board of Educa- 
tion two alternative atten- 
dance proposals concern- 
ing Innis and Cassady... 
(Superintendent) Dr. 
John Ellis ... testified at 
trial that ... the alternatives 


presented to the Board ...* 


concerning Innis and 
Cassady were both educa- 
tionally sound. The ad- 
ministrative staff did not 
recommend one alternative 
over the other. 

“One alternative entailed 
dividing the old Mifflin 
district into two attendance 
areas, with a horizontal 
boundary. line dividing .an 
Innis attendance area to 
the north from a Cassady 
attendance area to. the 
south. The administrative 
staff and the Board ... knew 
that adopting this _ alter- 
native would mean that 
Cassday would draw its 
enrollment from the 
predominantly black 
southern portion of the old 
Mifflin district, while Innis 
would draw its enroliment 
from the predominantly 
white northern portion. 

“The other alternative 
entailed maintaining the 
old Mifflin district as the 
attendance area for both 
Cassady and Innis, with 
one school designated as 
a primary center (kinder- 
garten through third grade) 
and the other as an inter- 
mediate school (grades 
four through six).-The ad- 
ministrative staff andthe 
(Board) knew that adop- 
ting this alternative would 
mean that the Black 
student enroliment in each 
school“would be roughly 
equivalent to the white 
student_enroliment, 

“The Columbus Board of 
Education chose the first 
alternative. It divided the 


-~old -Mifflin-district into two 


elementary attendance 
areas, one to the south for 
Cassady and one to the 
north for Innis. When Innis 
Road Elementary School 
opened for the 1975-76 
school year, its student 
enroliment was 27.3 per- 
cent black. Cassady 
Elementary School during 
the same year had 89.3 
percent black students...” 

The arguments of the 
counsel for the Board 
“demonstrate that when in 
the past a diversion from 
the K-6 structure served in- 
terests, such @s overcrow- 
ding and special educa- 
tlonal concerns, which 
were considered important 
by the Board, the (Board) 
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did not hesitate to aban- 
don the K-6 structure in 
favor of primary centers 
and intermediate schools. 

“The Court can find no 
evidence in this record 
supporting defendants’ 
argument that pairing Innis 
and Cassady would have 
necessitated ‘substantial 
trahsportation” of students. 
Dr. Ellis testified that both 
alternatives ‘had some 
problem with 
point of distances and 
transportation and 
crossing ‘highways...’ 

“itis truly ironic that In- 
nis Road Elementary was 
the. first school built with 
the $89.5 million raised 
when Columbus voters ap- 
proved the November 7, 
1972 bond issue. A $75.95 
million bond issue had 
been-defeated at the polls 
in 1969. Dr. John Ellis 
became Superintendent of 
the Columbus Public 
Schools in August 1971. In 
November of that year he 
proposed Project UNITE. 

“After a tremendous 
amount of community 
participation in the project 

. the steering committee 
of Project UNITE presen- 
ted its official report to the 
Board of Education on May 
30, 1972. Thereafter, before 
the November. balloting, 
the Board approved 
various aspects of the 
Project UNITE report. The 
approved proposals were 
-in—-ture capsulized in a 
document. styled ‘The 
Bond Issue, 1972: 
Promises Made,’ which 
was widely distributed in 
the community... 

“The .‘Pggmises Made’ 
pamphiet included a sec- 


tion_styled ‘How Will This ~ 


Bond Issue Enhance. or 
Restrict the Process of 
Racial Integration?’ ... (It) 
included.the following 
statements: 

“New buildings will be 
located whenever possible 
to. favor integration. In 
such areas, school atten- 
dance area boundary 
or organizational changes 
will be made to improve 
the opportunity for schools 
to be integrated without 
resorting to unreasonable 
gerrymandering. 

In a cover letter included 
with ‘Promises Made,’ Sup. 
Ellis stated: 

“It Is vital that the 
Columbus’ Board of 
Education and school ad- 
ministration keep the 
promises they have made 
while promoting the school 
bond issue. Public faith in
